The Rhode Island Department of Administration, Division of Statewide Planning has received the Rhode 
Island Department of Transportation’s (RIDOT) June 16, 2022 — Request for Administrative Adjustment 
to the FFY2022-2031 State Transportation Improvement Program (STIP). 


The proposed 12-line item changes to the STIP in this request include the following: 


e 7 inthe Active Transportation Program 
e 2inthe Bridge Capital Program 

e 1inthe Pavement Capital Program 

e 1inthe Traffic Safety Capital Program 
e = 1inthe RIDOT Transit Program 


The net result of the changes is an increase of $21.23 million in funds over the constrained period (FFY 
2022-2025) and a total addition of $21.23 million over 10 years (FFY 2022-2031). The Adjustment allocates 
$19.56 million in new Community Project Funding and Congressionally Directed Spending funds, which 
are identified in the STIP as a new funding source classified as “2022 Earmark.”

SUBJECT: Request for Revision #5 to the FFY2022-2031 STIP 
Administrative Adjustment 


The purpose of this memorandum is to summarize the changes proposed in Revision 5 
to the FFY2022-2031 STIP. An Administrative Adjustment, this revision incorporates 
funding source adjustments based on new Community Project Funding and 
Congressionally-Directed Spending. 


The result of the actions described herein is an addition of $21.23 Million to the STIP 
during the constrained period (FFY2022-2025), and a total addition of $21.23 Million over 
10 years (FFY2022-2031). 


SUMMARY OF PROPOSED ACTIONS 


This adjustment allocates $19.56 Million in new Community Project Funding and 
Congressionally Directed Spending funds, identified in the STIP with the new funding 
source "2022 Earmark." The list of Final Funded Projects for Fiscal Year 2022 can be 
found here. 


The list of projects with 2022 Earmark funding programmed are as follows: 

e TIPID 5215 - Washington Secondary Bike Path Extension 

e TIPID 9002 - Trestle Trail - West Section - Paving 

e TIPID 5072 - Purgatory Road Sidewalk Installation (Aquidneck Ave. to Paradise 
Ave.) 

e TIPID 5005 - East Bay Bike Path Bridge Replacement (Barrington River and 
Warren Bridges) 

e TIPID 9989 - Bridge Group 26C -- Woonsocket Blackstone River West 

e TIPID 9536 - RI-117 Centerville Road (Quaker Lane to I-95 Southbound Ramp) 
and Hoxsie 4 Corners 

e TIPID 7151 - Transit Master Plan Investments 

e TIPID 3062 - Henderson Bridge Improvements, Phase 2 


In addition, this revision reallocates funding from TIPID 5400, 2022 MPA/Maintenance 
to support safety Improvements at the Route 146 and Route 116 Interchange under 
TIPID 3090, Bridge Group 62T (K). 


Lastly, based on discussions with the subrecipient agency, the funding for TIPID 5179, 
Woonasquatucket Signing & Landscaping, has been shifted back one year due to project 
readiness. 


PROPOSED ACTIONS BY PROGRAM 


This administrative adjustment includes 12 line-item changes, all of which are in RIDOT 
programs. No projects have been transferred between programs. The proposed project 
changes by program are as follows: 


e 7 inthe Active Transportation Program; 
e 2 inthe Bridge Program; 

e 1inthe Pavement Program 

e 1inthe Traffic Safety Program; and 

e 1Inthe RIDOT Transit Program. 


This adjustment does not include any modifications to line items listed in Rhode Island 
Public Transit Authority (RIPTA) programs or projects. 


CLASSIFICATION OF REVISION TYPE 


Pursuant to the Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) Governing Procedures to Amend 
and Modify the State Transportation Improvement Program, as amended January 5, 
2022, this action constitutes an Administrative Adjustment and conforms to the funding 
thresholds identified in Exhibit A1 of the MOA. 


The addition of Community Project Funding and Congressionally Directed Spending to 
TIPIDs 5005, 5072, 5215, 7151, and 9002 in amounts exceeding the 35% budget 
increase threshold for an Administrative Adjustment is allowed under STIP MOA Section 
IV. Specifically, subsection B(1)(c)(ii) holds that "adding Federal Discretionary funds to 
projects already listed in the four (4) fiscally constrained years of the STIP" constitutes 
an Administrative Adjustment but is not subject to the STIP Revision Funding 
Thresholds. 


A summary of the proposed changes by line item will provided as a separate report for 
review by the Division of Statewide Planning.
